Extension plans for heritage steam line 


AMBITIOUS multi-million 
pound plans to extend the 
Severn Valley Railway 
across the Midlands and 
build three new stations 
have been unveiled. 

They include a new link to 
popular tourist attraction 
Ironbridge. 

Under the new scheme, rusty old 
tracks to Telford would be repaired 


and brought back into use to take 
people to the Ironbridge Gorge 
Museum. 

A halt would also be created at 
the West Midland Safari Park, 
Bewdley. 

Derelict 

A third new station would also 
be built, on the site of the now- 
derelict former British Sugar Beet 
factory. 

There would also be a park-and- 


ride car park, on the third station 
site off the A451 Stourport Road, 
Kidderminster. 

This has repeatedly been the 
target of vandals and arsonists 
since it closed in 2002. 

Nick Paul, new chairman of the 
SVR’s parent company, Severn 
Valley Railway (Holdings) Pic, said 
funding for the project would be 
provided by a combination of loans 
and grants and from the railway 
itself. 


“Having these three new sta¬ 
tions will mean people will be able 
to link up with some of the area’s 
most popular attractions,” said Mr 
Paul. 

“At the Sugar Beet site in partic¬ 
ular we are also looking at having 
some sort of facility there our¬ 
selves, such as a pub for visitors,” 
he added. 

If funding can be secured, Mr 
Paul said he hopes to see the two 
new stations in the Wyre Forest up 


and running within the next few 
years. 

But the scale of the Ironbridge 
project means it could be 2021 
before that aspect is open to pas¬ 
sengers. 

The SVR is also in discussion 
with Network Rail to create a new 
link between the mainline Kidder¬ 
minster Railway Station and the 
heritage steam line.

Accident victim 
Brenda Wilson 


THE FAMILY of a Kidderminster teacher who 
died after being knocked down by a car as she 
walked a dog at Stourton said they had lost 
“the love of our lives”. 

Brenda Wilson, aged 62, was a popular teacher 
and was described as “innovative, exciting and ener¬ 
getic” during her successful career. 

She was struck by a silver Audi convertible as she and a 
friend walked the Yorkshire terrier along the A458 Bridg¬ 
north Road at Stourton at 10.30am on Thursday. 

The mother-of-two, of 
Meddins Lane, Kinver, suf¬ 
fered head injuries. The 
dog, which belonged to her 
friend, also died. 

Mrs Wilson’s family paid 
tribute to her, saying she 
was a former headteacher 
at St Anne’s Middle School 
Bewdley which shut 
several years ago as part of 
a reorganisation of Wyre 
Forest schools. 

Mrs Wilson had been 
teaching for many years, in 
Birmingham, Stourport and 
Bewdley. She was currently 
teaching at King Charles 
School in Kidderminster. 

Her children, Laura and 
Edward Davies, and 
husband Michael Wilson 
said she enjoyed her job and 
was loved by children, 
parents, family and friends.

In a joint statement, they 
said: “She was the love of 
our lives and we are com¬ 
pletely overwhelmed with 
grief.”

Survey to 
examine 
insect life 

CANAL users across the 
West Midlands are being 
encouraged to take part in a 
national wildlife survey this 
month.

A POPULAR Worcestershire motor racing event is back on track after 
a businessman stepped in to back it just in time. 

Racing fan Graham Wynn, who is chairman of the driver education TTC 
Group, is sponsoring the Midlands Hill Climb Championship which meets at 
Shelsey Walsh in Worcester half way through the racing season. 

He and his wife Jenny, who is managing director of the TTC Group, are both supporters 
of the sport.

Objections to 
incinerator bid 
go over the 
thousand mark

AT LEAST 1,000 objec¬ 
tions have been made in 
just four weeks against 
plans for a £120million 
incinerator in Hartle- 
bury as campaigners 
prepare for the final 
stage of their battle. 

Protesters are trying to 
raise £20,000 ahead of a 
public inquiry on proposals 
for Hartlebury Trading 
Estate. 

The inquiry was called by 
Communities Secretary 
Eric Pickles after the plans 
were given the go-ahead by 
Worcestershire County 
Council. 

Residents had a month for 
objections and have inun¬ 
dated the Planning Inspec¬ 
torate with letters and 
emails. 

Worcestershire Residents 
Against Incineration and 
Landfill (Wail) says it needs 
at least £20,000 to pay for 
experts to put together their 
case. The group has until 
October 25 to submit evi¬ 
dence to the inquiry, which 
will be held at County Hall, 
Worcester on November 22. 

Mr Kirby said: ‘We aim to 
employ a planning consult¬ 
ant and barrister to repre¬ 
sent us.” 

He is appealing for each 
household in the area to give 
£100, arguing that house 


prices would fall by thou¬ 
sands if Mercia Waste Man¬ 
agement’s plans go ahead. 

David Smith, spokesman 
for the Planning Inspec¬ 
torate, confirmed that at 
least 1,000 objections had 
been lodged before the con¬ 
sultation period ended. 

Wail has already spent 
about £10,000 putting 
together a 500-page dossier 
of objections and distribut¬ 
ing hundreds of leaflets. 

The new inquiry will look 
into the impact the incinera¬ 
tor would have on the envi¬ 
ronment and how it would 
fit into national waste man¬ 
agement guidelines. 

Blot 

Protesters say the inciner¬ 
ator would be a blot on the 
landscape and the number 
of lorries carrying waste 
through the village to the 
site will make lives a misery. 

If the incinerator is built, 
it will take in up to 200,000 
tons of waste from Hereford¬ 
shire and Worcestershire 
each year, and convert it into 
up to 15.5 megawatts of elec¬ 
tricity. Around 30 jobs would 
be created. 

Mercia director John 
Plant said: “We will provide 
whatever evidence the Sec¬ 
retary of State needs in 
order to ensure he has suffi¬ 
cient information.”

FROM spotting the early talent 
of U2 to trying to break up a 
fight between Simple Minds 
and their rowdy audience — 

John Combe has seen it all. 

He has worked with some of the 
world’s biggest acts during his 
career as a music promoter span¬ 
ning more than 40 years. 

And now local musicians are gather¬ 
ing to celebrate his career at a special 
concert. The 66-year-old started out as 
a road manager for bands after moving 
to London in 1968. He returned five 
years later to his home town of Kidder¬ 
minster after his wife Hazel fell preg¬ 
nant - and since then has staged some 
of the town’s biggest shows. 

Tribute 

A tribute gig is being held at Kidder¬ 
minster Town Hall on October 21 fea¬ 
turing local bands John has helped 
over the years including Ballroom 
Glitz, Trower Power and Weak 13. 

It has prompted him to reminisce 
about his early days at Kiddermin¬ 
ster’s long-gone venues. 

Over the last decade John has 
released two volumes of a book on the 
history of music in the Wyre Forest 
area called Get Your Kicks on the A456. 

It is his first attempts at large-scale 
shows in Kidderminster that stick in 
his mind. 

By 1981, he had organised a series of 
successful club nights but decided to 
try to attract up-and-coming bands. 

Over the next three years he booked 
U2, Simple Minds and UB40, with 
thousands of fans packing into the his¬ 
toric venue. U2 had just released their 
debut album, Boy, when they took to 
the town hall stage in 1980 and were years away 
from global success - but John could see their 
potential. He said: “Bono was very friendly - I 
thanked him for coming to Kidderminster and he 
said he had enjoyed himself.” Simple Minds, which 
went on to become one of the 80s’ biggest bands, 


reacted badly to the punk audience’s habit of spit¬ 
ting at the acts, he said. “Charlie Burchill the gui¬ 
tarist suddenly snapped and jumped into the 
crowd - it was like a riot,” he said. John ran a punk 
night in the late 70s at the Irish Club in Green 
Street, which has since been knocked down. He 


also attracted ska fans to a regular event called 
Revolution at Murdoch’s Wine Bar in Lion Street. 

His first taste of live music came in the late 1960s 
helping at Frank Freeman’s dancing club. One 
night in 1968 eccentric rocker Captain Beefheart 
played and DJ John Peel turned up to watch. 


John has also worked with Robert Plant, origi¬ 
nally from Kidderminster, a number of times, from 
his pre-Led Zeppelin days with the original Band of 
Joy.

Threat to 
hours at 
police 
stations 

OPENING hours and 
staffing could be reduced 
at Wyre Forest police 
stations under cost¬ 
cutting plans revealed 
by a Midland force’s new 
chief constable. 

A review of all 109 sta¬ 
tions across the West 
Mercia force has been 
launched by Chief Consta¬ 
ble David Shaw. 

Facilities in Wyre Forest 
and Hagley and Wyre 
Forest are among those 
coming under the spotlight. 

Though he says there are 
no immediate plans to shut 
stations, Mr Shaw said he 
could not rule out job losses 
as the force tries to save 
£34million. 

Value 

He said the review would 
see whether stations give 
“best value for money” on 
opening hours and staffing. 

The news comes amid 
concerns that Hagley 
station, which has no front 
desk, is already under¬ 
manned. Visitors must ring 
a bell, which puts them 
through to Bromsgrove. 

Bewdley has a similar 
set-up with Kidderminster, 
which is open from 8am to 
10pm every day, while 
Stourport is staffed from 
10am to 2pm Monday to 
Saturday. 

Mr Shaw, who recently 
took his new role, said: “We 
need to look at whether 
police stations are open for 
the right hours and if staff 
are used in the right places. 

“With pressures on offi¬ 
cers dealing with serious 
incidents and 999 calls, it 
may not always be best to 
have them waiting in a 
station that is not very 
busy.”

THE SENIOR police officer investigating the 
death of an elderly man in Herefordshire more 
than 10 years ago says people in Wyre Forest 
could hold the key to solving the crime. 

West Mercia Police has launched a review of the 
death of Albert Ryall, who was found dead in his 
home in 2000. They are also offering a £10,000 
reward for information that leads to the conviction 
of those responsible. 

On Sunday November 13, 2000, the 75-year-old was 
found dead at his home, the Hop Pole Inn in Risbury, near 
Leominster. Evidence indicated that intruders broke in 
and stole his large safe, which was three feet high and 
weighed 16 stone. 

A post mortem found that 
he had died of a heart attack 
precipitated by the mental 
and physical stress of being 
burgled. There were also 
injuries to his face consis¬ 
tent with an assault. 

Despite a lengthy investi¬ 
gation, no one has been 
charged in relation to his 
death and an inquest in 2002 
found that Mr Ryall was the 
victim of unlawful killing. 

The latest investigations 
have uncovered a number of 
new leads, some of which 
have led them to the Wyre 
Forest area. Detective Chief 
Inspector Andy Hughes 
said: “For operational reas¬ 
ons, I cannot go into details, 
but we are now investigat¬ 
ing links to Wyre Forest. 

“We know there are prob¬ 
ably a number of people in 
the rural communities of 
Wyre Forest who have vital 
evidence that could allow us 
to bring to justice the 
persons responsible. 

Fears 

“The Ryall family have 
spent the last 10 years won¬ 
dering what happened to 
their Uncle Albert and this 
has weighed heavily on 
them. We desperately need 
those people with informa¬ 
tion to come forward and 
speak to us. 

“We understand their con¬ 
cerns and indeed fears about 
the criminal justice process 
and how it may impact on 
them. However the Ryall 
family needs to know what 
happened and those respon¬ 
sible can’t be allowed to 
evade justice any longer. 

“It is not a matter of 
which section of the commu¬ 
nity that you come from, but 
simply a matter of common 
decency or indeed simply 
doing the right thing. 

“I would like you to con¬ 
sider carefully how you 
would feel if it was your 
family that was in this terri¬ 
ble state of limbo. Wouldn't 
you want others that could 
help to summon up the 
courage and step forward to 
help you? Please think 
about matters very care¬ 
fully but we need your help 
now, so please get in touch 
as soon as possible.”

TJ Hughes set 
to close stores 
across region 


THE FINAL death knell has been 
sounded for three Black Country 
branches of TJ Hughes — including 
the one in Kidderminster - in 
moves that will leave 150 workers 
in the region out of a job. 

The stores are among 22 to close 
nationally. 

Administrators announced that the 
department chain’s Wolverhampton store 
was closing today, with its Kidderminster 
and Walsall branches expected to shut on 
Sunday. 


But the Lichfield branch, which employs 
86 people, will remain open after being 
given a reprieve. 

Administrators said 1,061 people nation¬ 
wide will lose their jobs in the store closures 
as they continue to seek a sale of the 
remaining business and its 31 stores. 

Biggest 

The loss of the Wolverhampton branch, 
and its 79 jobs will leave a gaping hole in the 
city’s Mander Shopping centre. The branch 
is the centre’s biggest store. 

Another 37 jobs will be lost in Kiddermin¬ 
ster and 41 in Walsall, 
where TJ Hughes had been 
based for just two years 
after taking over the former 
Woolworths site in Park 
Street. 

Closing down sale signs 
have been put up outside 
the three stores. 

Administrators Ernst & 
Young confirmed that 22 
stores nationwide were 
being closed this week. 

Joint administrator Tom 
Jack said: “We continue in 
negotiations with a number 
of interested parties for a 
large number of the remain¬ 
ing stores in the group’s 
portfolio. 

Administrators 

“We are keen to stress 
that those stores unaffected 
by these closures will con¬ 
tinue to trade for the time 
being.” 

Liverpool-based TJ 
Hughes called in adminis¬ 
trators in June. 

Founded in 1912 in Liver¬ 
pool, TJ Hughes had been 
owned by Silverfleet, a 
private equity group.

Officers back flats plan 
at former test centre 

CONTROVERSIAL plans to convert a former driving test 
centre in Kidderminster into flats were looking set for 
approval despite protests from nearby residents over 
parking fears. 

Proposals to create the three apartments in Castle Road 
were submitted by developer Marek Daneshfar. Wyre 
Forest District Council officers recommended the scheme 
be approved and it was being discussed by planning chiefs 
on Tuesday. 

A report admits the application is “not ideal” due to a 
lack of off-street parking. 

But officers said this could be justified in this case as the 
scheme is near to the town centre and parking facilities 
there could be used. 

Grass fires break out 
on land by railway 

TWO grass fires, thought to have been started by sparks 
from passing trains, spread through a railway embank¬ 
ment in Kidderminster. 

Firefighters were called to the Rifle Range estate on the 
afternoon of August 2. 

The first fire broke out at about 3pm near Elmley Close 
and covered 50sq ft of grass. 

Another blaze started two hours later further down the 
same embankment near Dropping Wells Farm in Bewdley 
and spread through about lOOsq ft. Each took about an 
hour to put out. 

Firefighters say they do not know the cause but believe 
the blazes could have been caused by sparks from steam 
engines on the Severn Valley Railway in the dry grass. 


Allen, 91, climbs to 
the top of Snowdon 


SPRIGHTLY pensioner Allen 
Birch is back at ground level after 
tackling - and conquering - 
Snowdon in one day. 

The 91-year-old great-grandfather 
brushed off the tough climb, saying: “I 
could have done it all again.” 

It is the fourth time Mr Birch, of Wribben- 
hall, Bewdley, has tackled the 3,560ft 
mountain since his 86th birthday, with 
sponsorship money running to more than 
£2,000 and more still coming in, all going to 
Help for Heroes. 

“It was no problem at all. We left at 5am 
on Saturday arrived at Snowdon at 8.30am 
and were at the top by noon,” he said last 
week.

Summer campaign brings 
drop in drink drive offences 


DRINK-DRIVING appears to be falling in the Wyre Forest 
following a high-profile publicity campaign. 

The Safer Roads Partnership in West Mercia is reporting a drop 
in positive breath tests recorded after accidents. 

During June nearly seven per cent of those tested after a collision either 
tested positive for drink or drugs or refused or failed to give a test; over the 
same period last year this was 10 per cent. 

The Safer Roads Partnership and West Mercia Police issued a warning 
advising motorists that drink-drive enforcement would be a high priority. 

Historically the summer months and 
warmer weather brings an increase in drink- 
drive offences and officers have been out in 
force to try and tackle this issue with targeted 
enforcement. The enforcement campaign 
coincided with the launch on June 1 of the 
summer drink drive campaign by the Associ¬ 
ation of Chief Police Officers (ACPO). 

During the length of the campaign across 
West Mercia, there were 153 people that 
either tested positive for drink or drugs or 
refused or failed to provide a test. 

Police warn that the immediate conse¬ 
quences for anyone caught drink or drug 
driving include a minimum 12-month driving 
ban, up to six months in prison, a fine of up to 
£5,000 and a criminal record. 

Penalty 

The maximum penalty of being convicted of 
causing death by careless driving when under 
the influence of drink or drugs is 14 years 
imprisonment, an unlimited fine, disqualifi¬ 
cation from driving for at least two years and 
a mandatory extended driving test. 

Vicki Bristow, communications manager at 
the Safer Roads Partnership in West Mercia, 
said: "It's encouraging that the number of 
positive breath tests after a collision are 
reducing however, there are still a significant 
number of motorists ignoring the simple 
message that drinking or taking drugs and 
driving ruins lives." 

Superintendent Lee Davenport of West 
Mercia Police commented: "There are still far 
too many drivers ignoring the devastating 
consequences that drinking and driving can 
cause for them. Anyone who drives after they 
have been drinking is gambling not only with 
their own lives, but also with the lives of their 
passengers and the lives of other road users".

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Power on the go 
and on the beach 

O NE For All’s Universal Travel Power Pack 
is a good solution for those who want to 
take power with them when they head for 
the beach, a day out or take their gadgets any¬ 
where else where a power point may not be avail¬ 
able. 

It is a power pack that can be used to power up a 
variety of gadgets both when plugged into the mains 
socket and, more importantly, can store up enough of 
that power to charge a range of popular devices, 
including the iPhone and iPod, when mains power is 
no longer available.

D igital TV switchover is the 
biggest change in television 
since the introduction of colour. 
Analogue signals are about to be switched 
off and replaced with new digital services. 

This will make Freeview available for the first 
time to thousands of homes watching local ‘relay’ 


transmitters in many areas. Digital UK is the inde¬ 
pendent organisation set up by the broadcasters 
to lead the switchover. 

Preparing 

It provides an advice line and website to help 
with general questions about getting digital TV and 
preparing for the switchover. 

Peter Monteith, Digital UK’s regional manager 


for the Central TV region, says: “Switchover will 
change forever how television is broadcast. 

“I’m delighted that, very soon, viewers who have 
previously been unable to get Freeview services 
will be able to do so for the first time. 

“Most people are well prepared - but for those 
who still have questions, we are here to help.” 


So, how will these 
changes happen? 


Switchover will happen in two stages. If you currently receive 
your TV signal through an aerial, in either analogue or digital 
format (Freeview, Top Up TV, BT Vision), you are probably served 
by the Sutton Coldfield transmitter group, which switches on the 
dates below. 

Televisions connected to a cable or satellite service are not 
affected. 

Stage one 

September 7 


In the early hours, analogue 
BBC Two will be switched off and 
replaced with a new digital signal. 
Local ‘relay’ TV transmitters will 
also start to broadcast the BBC’s 
other digital channels for 
the first time. 

Readers switching to 
digital for the first time via 
Freeview, Top Up TV or BT 
Vision will now be able to 
set up their equipment. 
Homes already watching 
these services should 
retune their digital boxes 
or IDTVs. 




Stage two 
September 21 


All remaining analogue 
channels will be switched 
off and replaced with addi¬ 
tional digital services. 

Everyone watching Freeview, Top Up TV or BT Vision will need to retune their 
equipment again to receive all available channels. 

On both dates, these changes will happen overnight. For most viewers, serv¬ 
ices will be restored by the morning. 

Households receiving their TV signal from local relay transmitters will receive 
new digital services later in the day and should tune in for the first time or retune 
from this point.

H,ow do I re-tune 
my TV set? 



VIEWERS watching Freeview, Top Up 
TV or BT Vision will need a full retune of 
their equipment at both stages of 
switchover in order to continue receiv¬ 
ing services. 

You should retune from time to time in 
order to keep your Freeview box up to 
date. Sometimes channels move around 

- so if you should lose access to several 
channels, try retuning. 

For a full retune your Freeview, Top Up 
TV or BT Vision equipment, follow these 
steps (these instructions are a guide only 

- each product works slightly differently). 

• Switch on your digital box or digital 
TV 

• Press ‘menu’ on the remote control 

• Select ‘set up’ or ‘installation’ option 

• Select ‘first time installation’ option 
(sometimes called ‘factory reset’, ‘full 
retune’ or ‘default settings’) 

• Press ‘OK’ if your equipment asks if 
you want to delete all your channels - 
xlon’t worry this is totally normal 


• All channels will be automatically 
installed. This may take a few minutes, 
and your equipment may shut down and 
restart. 

After a retune, if you are not receiving 
your preferred regional service, you are 
likely to find your preferred services 
further down the channel list. If you want 
to make your preferred services easier to 
find, you can either use the ‘favourites’ 
list or ‘channel settings’. See your 
instruction manual for more details. 

If you find you are missing some chan¬ 
nels or your equipment has stopped 
working, visit digitaluk.co.uk/ retuning 
for more information. If you can’t fix it 
yourself, you might want to consult 
friends or family who could do it for you, 
or otherwise call out an installer (see 
‘Common questions’).

for those in need 


T housands of people in 
the Central TV region have 
already taken up help from 
the Switchover Help Scheme. 

Run by the BBC under an 
agreement with the Government, 
it’s an official scheme which 
makes switchover easy for older 
and disabled people by giving 
practical help to switch one TV in 
their home. 

People are eligible for the help 
scheme if they are: 

• Aged 75 years or over; 


• Eligible for attendance or 
constant attendance allowance, 
or mobility supplement, or disabil¬ 
ity living allowance; 

• Registered blind or partially 
sighted; 

• Or have been living in a care 
home for six months or more. 

If you’re eligible, you will be 
offered equipment that’s easy to 
use, delivery or installation and a 
demonstration of how to use it, 
together with a choice of options. 

Your aerial will be checked and 


upgraded where it can be, if it’s 
needed. There is a freephone 
number to call for help while you 
get used to things. 

Most people will be asked to 
pay £40 towards the standard 
offer of help. For eligible people on 
income-related benefits, it’s free. 
Eligible people can also choose 
from a range of other help scheme 
options. 

If you know an older or disabled 
person who might still need help 
to switch to digital TV, you could 
lend a helping hand and give them 


the message about the 
switchover help scheme. Even if 
they have digital TV already, they 
can get help to switch another TV 
set in their home. 

All you need to do to get the 
help is respond to the information 
pack which has been sent to every 
eligible person’s home. But you 
must respond to get the help. The 
help scheme will close for appli¬ 
cations in the Central TV region on 
October 28, 2011.

Switchover: Common 
questions answered 



Preparing your television for the imminent digital switchover isn’t nearly as daunting as it seems 


Understandably, some TV viewers will 
have a number of questions regarding 
these changes being made to their 
programme reception. 

Below is a list of some of the more fre¬ 
quently asked questions, complete with 
answers. 

Where can I get face-to-face advice 

on switchover? 

Digital UK has been working closely with 
charities to organise local advice points 
during switchover. These will be staffed by 
trained volunteers and are open to everyone. 
There are also Digital UK roadshows in the 
region. To find out where your local advice 
point or roadshow will be, visit digitaluk.co. 
uk/centralevents or call 08456 50 50 50. 

What about my video recorder? 

After switchover, video and analogue DVD 
recorders will still play back and record, but 
you won’t be able to record one channel while 
you watch another. If you want to continue 
doing this after switchover, the simplest way 
is to get a digital TV recorder. These also allow 
you to record a whole series at the touch of a 
button, and pause and rewind live TV. 

Will I need a new aerial to receive 

Freeview? 

Most rooftop aerials will be fine after 
switchover but a small proportion of aerials 
are likely to need replacing to receive Free¬ 
view. Digital UK recommends that you wait 
until after switchover to see if your aerial 
needs replacing in order to avoid having 
unnecessary work carried out. You can check 
whether your existing aerial is likely to be suit¬ 
able for receiving digital by visiting the aerial 
test page on teletext page 284. 


Where can I find a good aerial 

installer? 

Look for a Registered Digital Installer (RDI) 
with the ‘digital tick’ logo. Go to rdi-lb.tv or 
call Digital UK on 0845 650 50 50 for more 
information. If you can’t find an RDI locally, 
look for someone with Associate RDI or CAI 
Plus status - or ask your local electrical 
retailer. 

What channels will I get? 

Which channels you receive will depend on 
which transmitter you receive. Viewers 
served by a local ‘relay’ transmitter will 
receive around 15 Freeview channels for the 
first time. These will include BBC One, BBC 
Two, ITV 1, Channel 4 and Five, plus all the 


other channels from the BBC (those funded 
by the licence fee) and some other services 
from public-service broadcasters. 

Viewers served by a larger ‘main’ transmit¬ 
ter will receive these channels as well as 
some extra services from commercial broad¬ 
casters. 

These extra channels are also available via 
satellite. 

You can check which channels are avail¬ 
able in your area by using the postcode 
checker at digitaluk.co.uk, or by calling 
08456 50 50 50. 

This also gives you information about satel¬ 
lite and cable options in your area.

If you only receive five or fewer ana¬ 
logue channels through an aerial on 
any of your sets, you’ll need to think 
about converting them for switchover 
- otherwise you risk being faced with 
a blank screen once analogue signals 
are switched off. 

There are three main ways to go 
digital: 

• Convert your existing analogue 
TV using a digital box (e.g. Freeview, 
Top Up TV or BT Vision) 

• Buy a new TV with digital (Free¬ 
view orfreesat) built in 

• Have a digital TV service, such as 
satellite or cable TV, installed for you. 
Providers include Sky, freesat and 
Virgin Media 


Remember, almost everyone will 
be able to watch Freeview after 
switchover - even homes currently 
out of coverage. 

You can check the options for 
going digital in your area, and what 
channels will be available through 
your aerial, using the postcode 
checker at digitaluk.co.uk 

Extra channels are available 
through other digital TV services, 
such as satellite or cable. 

Virtually any TV set, including black 
and white ones and those without 
Scart sockets, can be converted 
using a digital box.

For anyone who has Freeview services* or an old analogue TV there are two 
important stages to remember:

Most homes will be able to receive more than 40 channels and some will receive around 15. It will also provide 
additional services such as audio description for viewers with disabilities. Flomes who have satellite or cable 
on all their TV sets will not need to do anything.
